To see a plant 
growing arouses curiosity about it 
that is never stirred by seeing it 
cooked on a plate. So a trip to the 
farm broadens the taste in the 
best sense—the taste for differ­ 
ent foods.

How fast does the blood circu­ 
late and how can this be deter­ 
mined? 
The rapidity with which bl<K>d 
moves about would have aston­ 
ished old William Harvey, who 
discovered that the blood circu­ 
lated. He thought it made a com­ 
plete circuit in about thirty min­ 
utes. The correct time is closer 
to that many seconds. A drop of 
blood at the elbow in the arm goes 
to the right side of the heart 


through the lungs, to the left side 
of the heart and to the nose or 
tongue in about ten seconds. The 
method to prove this is to put a 
small amount of ether in the vein 
of the arm and then when the ex­ 
perimental subject first smells or 
tastes the ether the circuit has 
been made. Other methods which 
get away from the possibility of 
error from a subjective sensation 
like taste or smell are also used.

NAZI RAIDERS 
POUR OVER CITY

was fished out of the debris of his 
wrecked home, still alive although 
apparently badly injured. 
Offi­ 
cials said that prom pt work by 
air raid precautions squads and 
searchlight 
detachments

the night was at least partly re­ 
sponsible for the small casualty 
list. 
Once again, the German raids 
embraced a wide area. 
One Nazi 
bomber was

Royal Air Force planes in the 
River Humber on the northeast 
coast near Hull at the same time 
that other German planes were 
lashing the south coast. 
An official breakdown of Ger­ 
man losses yesterday said th at 153 
Nazi planes were brought down 
by R.A.F, planes, l l by anti-air­ 
craft. one by a Lewis gun and two 
by infantry fire.

As reports of yesterday’s devas­ 
tating series of raids filtered in, 
it was learned th at a boys’ school 
in southwestern England was a t­ 
tacked.
